inches in an hour. 


EIGHT DEAD 
IN VIRGINIA 


WASHINGTON, April 28 ) 
Swollen Virginia streams receded 
slowly today leaving eight dead and 
damage estimated at $1,000,000. 

Relief officials rallied their forces 
to care for refugees. 

Hardest hit was Fredericks 
Va., where the Rappahanock River 


Red Cross and Salvation Army fed 
and sheltered hundreds of families. 
Utilities services were impaired. 

At Richmond, the James River, 
bordering the industrial area, 
reached 26.5 feet, within 2 feet of its 
record stage in March, 1936. Early 
today the waters were receding 
slowly. 


RIVER FALLING UPSTREAM 


Reports that the river was falling 
upstream increased hope that gas 
service would be resumed within 24 
hours’ and bridges reopened. 

Traffic was reopened at Char- 
lottesville when the Rivana River 
subsided. 

At Washington, the Potomac 
River flooded low-lying parks 
around the tidal basin, inundating 
the famous Japanese cherry trees. 
A corps of 1,700 Civilian Conserva- 
tion Camp members and relief 
workers aided in building dikes to 
protect parks from damage. .

PACT SIGNED 

After Redwood's death, the three 
locals named in the injunction 
eigned the secret agreement, al- 
though their work on tunnel, sub- 
way and sewer construction jobs 
was made possible only through 
permission of Local 102 and Local 
45 


Both locals complained to inter- 
national president Joseph V. Mor- 
eschi, against River's participation 
in the agreement and the activities 
of the three locals. Moreschi in- 
formed the two locals that Rivers 
had no authority to sign such an 
agreement, but has taken no action 
to see that his ruling be enforced. 

Although the new agreement in- 
volves the Sixth Ave. job only, 
union officials pointed out that the 
three locals are in a position to 
refuse to work with other building 
trades locals that cooperate on 
other jobs with ‘Local 102 and 
Local 45.

When Justice Pecora, over Marc- 
antonio’s protests, granted a two 
day adjournment, the attorney for 
the Carleton Corp. demanded a 
further delay.

During this period he carried on 
active work in the consistently revo- 

lutionary fraction of the Italian So- 

elalist Party, actively participated 
in the leadership of the general 
strike and uprising i nTurin against 
the war in 1917, and was sent as a 
delegate by the revolutionary ele- 
ments to the illegal conference of 
the Left Wing of the Socialist Party 
which was convened that same year 
in Florence.

The “Neutrality” That 
Aids the Fascists 


* “Neutrality,” what crimes are committed 
in that name! 

The agreement of the House and Senate 
conference committees to perpetuate the 
neutrality law, which expires May 1, with 
but little important amendations, is a per- 
petuation of the most vicious distortion of 
what the American people desire, namely, 
that this country be kept out of war. 

What kind of neutrality is it, we ask, 
that is based on the principle of treating 
Hitler and Mussolini, invaders of Spain, on 
the same level with the heroic Spanish peo- 
ple fighting and dying to preserve their 
democratic rights and their national inde- 
pendence? 

If that kind of a law is “neutrality,” 
then Fascist aggression is put at a premium 
by the legislation of these United States. 

The American people during the last 
election emphatically raised their voices N 
peace. The neutrality laws ready to be jam- 
med through before Saturday or Friday do 
not meet with the wishes of the American 
people. They are measures that can be 
used to pervert the hope of the American 
people for peace. 

The neutrality bill, as drawn up, should 
be rejected. 

It is becoming more evident, as a result 
of Fascism’s deeds in Spain, that “war any- 
where endangers peace everywhere,” as Sec- 
retary of State Hull once put it. Therefore, 
a “neutral” attitude towards Fascism and 
democracy in other countries, can only give 
the edge to Fascism in its drive for war and 
does not permit the full use of America’s 
influence for the preservation of peace by 
laying the ground for worid collaboration 
with the nations who want peace and have 
demonstrated their willingness to cooperate 
towards that goal. 

No neutrality legislation is needed to 
carry out the wish of the American people 
te keep this country out of war. ere 
exists the Kellogg Peace Pact, sufficiently 
broad for this country to invoke, at the least 
sign of danger of war, to afford effectively 
collaboration to maintain peace.

Don’t Fight the Monopolies 
By Helping Them 

The criticism which President Roosevelt 
made yesterday of the manner in which the 
Supreme Court has been blocking any effec- 
tive anti-Trust legislation is all to the good. 

It is one of the crimes of the Court that 
it has, by its interpretations, taken all the 
teeth out of the anti-Trust laws passed by 
Congress. 

Roosevelt, promised his Attorney General, 
Homer S. Cummings, that he would act on 
the issue of the monopolies. 

But the action which he promises is much 
too vague. Roosevelt has suggested the 
collection of more data on the subject. But 
such data already exists in the recent Fed- 
eral Trade Commission reports on the mo- 
nopoly practices of practically all the Mor- 
gan corporations. 

What is needed now is strong action, par- 
ticularly through the use of the taxing power ™ 
against the corporations and monopolies. 

The fight against the monopolies most 
certainly requires a pressing forward of 
the campaign against the Supreme Court. 
The present Court is the bulwark of the 
monopolies which are plundering the 
whole nation. 

But if Roosevelt’s rebuke of the monop- 
olies is to be more than a gesture calculated 
to divert attention from his relief budget, 
which is just the kind of budget the monop- 
olies like, then he will have to show much 
more concrete action against the monopolies 
than he has demonstrated thus far. 

To make a really effective attack against 
the monopolies, Roosevelt will have to attack 
them on all fronts. He works at cross-pur- 
poses when he gives the monopolies, on one 
hand, a big concession on the relief issue, 
and then talks of curbing their power 
through Federal action. 

On all issues—the Court issue, relief, la- 
bor, etc., the monopolies which rob the 
worker and farmer alike must be curbed and 
controlled.

The Kuomintang leaders say they are preparing 
for the constitutional stage. However, the problems of 
Japanese invasion have changed all their previous 
approaches. The necessity of mobilizing and uniting 
the whole people for the defense of the country has 
put an entirely different complexion on the question 
of the All-China National Congress. 

Since the founding of the Chinese Republic in 1911, 
under the leadership of the great Dr. Sun, there have 
been eight different drafts of a Chinese constitution. 
There was the “General Plan for the Organization of 
the Provisional Government” (1911); the Provisional 
Constitution of 1912; the corrupt Yuan Shi-kal’s Con- 
stitutional Compact of 1914, preserving feudalism in- 
tact; Tsao Kun's Constitution of China (1922) and 
the equally pro-imperialist Tuan Chi-juis’s National 
Constitutional Draft of 1925, and now the one sub- 
mitted by the Kuomintang. 

The time is opportune for the creation in China 
of a fundamental law that will give the 450,000,000 
Chinese an opportunity to drive ahead.
